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Coffee County School Board Votes To Close Goodman School 


The last of Coffee County's rural, 
community schools closed its doors 
for good last week when the Coffee 
County Board of Education voted to 
close the Goodman school and 
consolidate its students with those at 
New Brockton and Kinston. 

The action came at a special 
meeting of the county board on 
Friday, May 31, at Kinston High 
School 

County Supt. of Education John 
W. Vaughan passed out a detailed 
study of the problems at Goodman to 
all the board members and publicly 


identified the problems to all present 
at the meeting. 

The figures showed Goodman 
finished the school year with a 
student population of 143 in grades 
kindergarten nine, while the 
projected enrollment for 1985-86 was 
142. The projected enrollment per 
grade was: 


Kindergarten - 10 
Ist Grade - 16 
2nd Grade - 11 
jrd Grade - 13 
4th Grade - 10 


County School Board Receives $225,000 


To Aid In Rebuilding Vocational School 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held a special meeting on 
Friday, May 31, at Kinston High 
School and after a lenghy discussion 
on the closing of Goodman School 
(see related news story) handled 
routine business, 

Supt. John W. Vaughan told the 
board that the state had given the 
county system $225,000 to rebuild 
the vocational building at Kinston 
High School. The building burned 
recently and the county had applied 
for special funding to aid in the 
sonstruction of a new building. 

While Vaughan stated the funds 
would not cover all the rebuilding 
expense, he said he was thankful for 
the funds and said he would 
personally thank the governor. 


The results of the Stanford 
Achievement Test were revealed and 
students in the county system ranked 
tops in the state among county 
students 

“I'm excited and proud of the 
results,’’ stated Supt. Vaughan, 
“and it reflects the fine job the 
teachers in the system are doing.”’ 

The board announced the 
employment of four new teachers to 
fill vacancies in the system. 
Employed were: Jimmy Pirkle 
math teacher at New Brockton; Mike 
Harrelson - vocational agriculture 
teacher at Kinston; Mrs. Hartin 
biology teacher at Kinston, and Lynn 
Cook - Spanish teacher in the system 
(contingent upon completion of 
studies). 


General Telephone Customers Will Notice 


$1 A Month Increase In Phone Bills 


On June 1, a new $1 a month 
nationwide ‘'subscriber line charge"’ 
became effective for residential and 
single-line business telephone 
customers 

General Telephone customers 
will begin seeing the charge on their 
June bills. Because the charges are 
billed in advance and retroactive to 
June 1, most customers will pay a 
full month's charge plus a partial 
month's charge, causing the first 
such fee to be more than $1, But 
subscriber line charges of future bills 
will be exactly $1 

At the same time, AT&T will 
reduce rates for many long-distance 
calls The reduction will vary, 
depending on the time of day a call is 
placed and the distance between the 
calling and destination points, but 
rates will go down an average of 5.6 
percent, 

Subscriber line charges are 
scheduled to increase to $2 in June 
1986 

These new charges, formerly 
called ‘‘access charges’, are fees 
established by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) 
to help cover the costs of lines and 
other equipment connecting 
customers’ telephones to each local 
telephone company’s equipment. 
Business customers with more than 
one telephone line have been paying 
the fees since Muy 1984 


“! hope our customers will 
remember that this $1 fee -- ordered 
by the FCC -- is caused by the 
restructuring of revenue for all local 
telephone companies, including 
General Telephone. It is not a local 
rate increase requested by General 
Telephone,’’ said W.L. Entz, 
Alabama General Manager 


The FCC ordered this restructur- 
ing of telephone company revenue 
after the advent of competition for 
long-distance business and the 
break-up of AT&T, which ended the 
division of revenues process. Long- 
distance rates have traditionally 
been set artifically high, so part of 
the long-distance revenue could be 
used to help subsidize local service. 
This, in turn, kept local service rates 
artifically low. But with the intro- 
duction of competition into the 
long-distance market, long-distance 
rates are decreasing, meaning rates 
for local service cannot be subsidized 
as they have been. Each part of a 
customer's telephone service must 
begin paying for itself.

Two young Elba men received jail 
sentences and stiff fines this week in 
Circuit Court after pleading guilty to 
criminal mischief-first degree.

Billy Joe Berry received a 
sentence of 2-years in jail under the 
split sentence act, with six-months 
active time in the Coffee County 
Work Release program and the 
remaining 1'4-years on probation 
During the probationary period, 
Berry must provide 200 hours of 


community service. Berry was also 
ordered to pay $1,344 restitution to 
the local Pepsi distributor for 
damages to the concession wagon 
and received a $500 court fine 

Alcus Michael New received a 
sentence of 4-years under the split 
sentence act, with six- months active 
time in the Coffee County Work 
Release program and the remaining 
1%4-yvears on probation, During the 
probationary period, New must 
provide 200 hours of community 
service. New was also ordered to pay 
restitution in the amount of $1,344 to 
the local Pepsi distributor and fined 
$1,000 by the court

‘‘New Hope had a population of 
152 when we closed it last year,”’ 
stated Vaughan, ‘‘and we told 
everyone involved that if Goodman's 
enrollment slipped to that figure 
action would be taken. The decline 
in student population has been 
evident for a number of years and 
has falled from 229 in 1980 to 172 in 
the fall of 1984 and now to 142.”’ 

The declining enrollment has 
resulted in a severe cutback in 
teacher funding at Goodman, added 
Supt. Vaughan, and figures showed 
that if the school was reopened for 
the 1985-86 school year the state 
would only provide funding for five 
te.ching slots, including a principal. 
rhe additional positions would have 
to be paid by the county at a 
minimum cost of $125,000 

**Goodman was the only school in 
he county that was not accredited,”’ 
said Vaughan, ‘“‘and it too was a 
result of not having the enrollment to 
justify adding extra teachers. Under 
the new ‘Plan For Excellence,’’ 
Goodman wouldn't have been able to 
offer its students even the required 
courses.”’ 

Under the ‘‘Plan For Excellence”’ 
the limited faculty would have 
prevented such curricular and extra- 
curricular courses and activities as 
Spanish (grades 7-9); home 
economics and home and personal 
management (required in grade 8); 
algebra (needed in grade 9 to pursue 
Honors Diploma); typing; guidance 
counselors; music, chorus and band; 
librarians; computer literacy and 
volleyball, football and girl's basket- 
ball 

A detailed sheet listing expenses 
above state allocated funds showed a 
yearly savings of $200,000 to the 
county system after the closing of 
Goodman. 

The list included:

Aids salary $7,900 
Lunchroom salary $14,200 
Custodian salary $7,380 
Bus drivers $10,397 
Secretary salary $8,670 
Utilities $3,600 
Transportation $11,598 
Mise $10,000 


A vocal group of Goodman 
supporters questioned the plan to 
close the school and stated if school 
zones were enforced the school 
would have enough students to 
remain open. Some of the supporters 
argued the financial savings listed 
and declared if the school was closed 
all the recent renovations would just 
be a waste of taxpayers’ money 
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THE END OF THE SCHOOL YEAR AND THE END OF THE SCHOOL . . . Only the school secretary , 


and one student were at GoodmarrSchool last Friday morning when word came that the county school 
board had voted to close the rural school that housed 142 students in grades K-9. 


The supporters asked the board 
to delay its decision for at least 
two-weeks to give the members of 
the community a chance to study 
ways of raising needed funds A 
public meeting at the school was also 
requested to allow board members to 
meet with more members of the 
community. 

The board asked Supt. Vaughan 
for a recommendation and he stated,

In an interview with THE ELBA 
CLIPPER, Supt. Vaughan stated, 
I'm thinking about the students at 
Goodman first and | have to place 
their best interest over al! other

The county school officials have 
watched the declining enrollment at 
Goodman _ since 1969,’ said 
Vaughan and the state 
commended closing it in 1970; 
however, the school was maintained 
as long as possible. The decline in 
enrollment was due in part to a 
declining birth rate and also the 
decline in people involved in 
agriculture, This past vear Goodman 
was the smallest K-9 school in the 
state. For the past year, the school 
board spent more money per student 
in Goodman than at any other school 


“Based upon what I have shown you 
today and acting in the best interest 
of the students, I recommiend 
Goodman School be consolidated 
with New Brockton and Kinston. 
Bill Boland made a motion to 
consolidate the Goodman School and 
Tom Dyess seconded the motion. 
Harrell Carroll and Preston Kelley, 
Jr., offered a motion to give the 
residents of the community two 


in the system.’ 

“Some will say we've thrown 
money away at Goodman in recent 
years,’’ added Vaughan, ‘‘but the 
extensive renovation was an attempt 
to keep the education process high 
and to encourage future enrollment. 
I don't think any school system in the 
state watches its finances more than 
we do and I assure everyone that all 
money spent was in the best interest 
of the students at Goodman.”’ 

“To keep Goodman open would 
have cost a minimum of $175 
200,000,’" said Vaughan, ‘‘and to 
meet all academic requirements 
would add at least another $100,000 
in teacher salaries alone!”’ 

“Coffee County will now have 
three solid schools (Zion Chapel, 
Kinston and New Brockton),’’ said

In closing, Supt. Vaughan stated, 
‘Emotionally, no one wants to close 
a school, However, anyone who 
studies the facts and figures would 
have to agree the decision is best for 
the children.”’ 

It was announced following the 
meeting that no teachers would lose 
a job because of the closing and that 
the school building would not be 
allowed to deteriorate or become an 
eyesore to the community.

Reduction In Utility Bills 


KVA demand charge from Alabama 
Electric is partially a result of the 
sale of excess capacity of electricity 
to other utility systems. Also, the 
temporary change in the KVA 
jemand charge is due to the un- 
budgeted excess revenues received 
through the ratcheting provisions of 
the wholesale power rate because of 
the extremely high peak demand 
experienced from the cold weather in 
January, 1985S. 

South Alabama Electric's power 
adjustment will be reduced from 1.68 
mills or $1.68 per 1,000 kWh to 1.12 
or $1.12 per 1,000 kWh through 
December, 1988. The lowering of 
the power adjustment will save the 
ooperative members 56 cents per 
1,000 kWh per month It is 
‘stimated that the total savings to 
the members through December will 
be approximately $41,000 in reduced 
utility bills

The water shortage is due 
primarily to the condition of two of 
the city’s three water pumps. One 
pump is pumping only 230 gallons of

CRACKING IN TOMATOES 
Many of y« 


mysterious appearant e of racks in 


ju are frustrated by the 
your beautiful tomatoes You 
wonder what kind of disease or 
insect would have the audacity to do 
such a thing. Actually, the cracking 
in tomatoes 18 not saused by insects 
or disease It is a physiological 
problem that you can solve 

The formation of cracks in 
tomatoes is due to a fluctuation in 
soil moisture at a critical time in 
tomato fruit development. When a 
tomato reaches the mature green 
stage (just before showing color) the 
movement of water and nutrients 
into the fruit slows down and the 
tomato begins to ripen. Part of this 
process is the formation of a thin 
layer around the outside of the fruit 
This outer layer becomes more rigid 
than the inside of the tomato 

When a period of dry soil 
conditions is followed by heavy rain 
of watering, water begins to move 
into the fruit at a faster rate, the cells 
inside the tomato expand, and the 
outer, more rigid layer joes not 
expand and cracks develop The 
‘racks, usually near the stem end of 
the fruit, make for poor quality fruit, 
and if left on the plant, may be 
infected by diseases or become 
homes for insects

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SEALING LEAKING PONDS 

Excessive seepage from farm 
ponds is a severe problem in some 
areas of the Wiregrass. Thorough 
site investigations in the planning 
Stage usually spot the problem pond 
sites and allow landowners to avoid 
them. However, there are some 
problems that are not easily detected 
before construction. It is not unusual 
to begin construction knowing there 
is a chance that corrective measures 
may be needed later 

Ponds usually loose more water 
through the dam and core area. 
However, there are instances where 
ponds are leaking through the floor 
or bottom area. 

Seepage water can be reduced by 
several different methods. The 
choice of methods depends on the 
varying amounts of sand, silt and 
clay in the soil and what area of the 
pond is loosing water. 

The most common methods: of 
sealing leaking ponds are: by 
compaction, with blankets of soil 
(flooring), with Bentonite or

Farmers Must Report All 
Peanuts - Seed Or Otherwise 


Robert English, Chairperson 
Coffee County ASC Committee says 
peanuts retained on the farm for 
seed or other purposes should be 
reported when 1985 planted peanut 
acres are certified. 

Peanuts retained for seed are 
considered as marketed quota 
peanuts and were required to be 
reported on the 1984 peanuts 
marketing card. 

He said farmers who did not 
retain peanuts for seed are required 
to report the name and address of 
the person from whom their seed 
peanuts were obtained, in addition to 
the amount and type of peanuts, to 
avoid being in violation of the peanut 
poundage program regulations. 

If the amount of peanuts retained 
for seed, plus 1984-crop quota 
peanuts marketed, exceed the 
poundage quota, a penalty will be 
assessed. ASCS will visit the farm to 
verify the quantity reported and to

He taught and coached four years 
it Luverne High School, got out of 
education for four years, and in 1970 
returned to teaching with the 
Autauga county schools. He stated
